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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figures 10-12 must be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

Claim Objections 

Claims 4-8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend upon another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated 
on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kosaka 
et al. [US 6,157,779]. 
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Kosaka et al. disclose an apparatus [100] comprising: 

- a driving magnet [12a, 12b] having driving poles adapted to be movable in two 
directions; 

- a driven magnet [14a, 14b] having driven magnetic poles arranged to be driven 
by the driving magnet; 

- motion limiting means [17] for limiting the movement of the driven magnet; 

- a shape memory alloy driving means [16] driving the driven magnet such that 
the magnet attracts or repels the driven magnet based on the control of the driving 
means [column 3, lines 35-colun 4, line 2]. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kosaka et al. 

Kosaka et al. disclose everything claimed except for the specific amount of 
movement of the driving member relative to the driven magnet. 

The specific range of movement of the magnets relative to each other would 
have been an obvious design consideration based on the specific lens configuration and 
focusing requirements.
